Mrs Preston said it was very ex¬ 
citing to have Blair in her kitchen 
after he spoke in front of hundreds 
of people who filled the road to 
watch the lights switch on. 

She said: “Lionel Blair was just 
saying he couldn’t believe what we 
had done and it was great that nor¬ 
mal people could that.” 

Mrs Preston explained that they

friend Robert Hibbin, 37, died from 
bone cancer nine years ago. 

Since his death the couple have 
raised more than £20,000 for Royal 
Marsden through the light show.

£1,500. 

Mrs Preston said Mr Hib¬ 
bin was a “Stoneleigh 
boy” and his 
parents still 
come to look at 
the lights and dec¬ 
orations each year.

An MP has said services at 
Epsom Hospital not St Helier 
should face the axe as a health¬ 
care review looks to find mil¬ 
lions of pounds of further 
savings. 

The inclusion of Epsom Hos¬ 
pital in NHS SW London’s, Bet¬ 
ter Services Better Value 
(BSBV) review, something bit¬ 
terly opposed by Epsom MP, 
Chris Grayling, has increased 
the predicted deficit at hospi¬ 
tals in the region from from 
£11.8m to £25.6m. 

Epsom Hospital, which has a 
current projected defecit of 
£11.lm for 2012-13, has been 
added to the review after the 
collapse of its merger with 
Ashford and St Peter’s 
Hospital. It has increased pres¬ 
sure on BSBV to find further 
savings across the region, as it 
tries to generate a 1 per cent 
surplus across health services 
in south-west London. 

A spokesman for the review 
said all options were being 


looked at for further savings to 
be found. 

But Paul Burstow the MP for 
Sutton and Cheam, said: 
“Epsom’s situation was made 
worse by the transaction 
falling apart and it is also a 
problem made worse by the 
fact that groups in North Sur¬ 
rey and Epsom are not com¬ 
missioning services to Epsom. 

“Why should people living in 
the London borough of Sutton 
suffer a loss of services be¬ 
cause there is a lack of confi¬ 
dence in commissioners out of 


Epsom? BSBV, if they are 
going to carry on, need to be fo¬ 
cusing very clearly on Epsom 
because Epsom is now become 
the sink of the whole deficit 
problem - where most of the 
deficit is concerned. They need 
to address what’s not work¬ 
ing.” 

The revelation of the soaring 
figures outraged councillors at 
the South West London Joint 
Health Overview and Scrutiny 
committee earlier this month. 

Merton Councillor Suzanne 
Evans said: “When you look at 


the financials it is gob-smack¬ 
ing unbelievable. 

“It just seems to me by bring¬ 
ing in Epsom and Surrey 
Downs CCG they are going to 
be supporting Epsom at the ex¬ 
pense of St Helier.” 

Geoff Martin, from London 
Health Emergency, said: 
“There’s a real danger now 
that services at both Epsom 
and St Helier will be reduced to 
rubble as the wasteful and 
discredited BSBV bulldozer is 
revved up for another outing in 
the new year. 

“It just shows the crisis is 
going from bad to worse. They 
say the drive to close services 
has nothing to do with money. 
It’s totally cash led.” 

Chris Grayling, the MP 
Epsom and Ewell, said: “There 
is a lot of misinformation 
about the deficit situation at 
Epsom. The NHS is opening it¬ 
self up to all sorts of criticisms 
using inaccurate figures. All 
the evidence is showing that 
decisions for Epsom are being 
rushed through as part of 
BSBV and that shouldn’t be 


happening. Another process 
needs to be found for Epsom - 
whether that be re-establish¬ 
ing the transaction process to 
find it a partner, or looking at it 
being part of the body which 
has been established to look at 
hospital trusts which can’t 
achieve foundation trust status 
on their own. I want a process 
for Epsom alone. I haven’t 
completely had a ‘thumbs 
down’ for this.” 

A spokesman for Better Ser¬ 
vices Better Value said: 
“Epsom and St Helier is a Lon¬ 
don trust and as the merger be¬ 
tween Epsom and Ashford and 
St Peter’s is not going ahead, it 
follows that we would include 
Epsom Hospital in the BSBV 
programme.” 

Epsom and St Helier Trust 
Board recently announced that 
the Epsom’s deficit had been 
reduced from £13.8m to £11.lm. 

BSBV said the figures will 
continue to be subject to 
change and they always use 
the most recent figures which 
have been through their vali¬ 
dation process.

Donations help save babies’ lives 


Specialist equipment to 
look into the hearts of 
poorly newborn babies and 
children has been donated 
to Epsom Hospital. 

The Epsom Medical 
Equipment Fund teamed 
up with a branch of Exxon¬ 
Mobil to buy two specialist 
oxygen monitors, worth 
£2,250, which help to detect 
heart conditions in new¬ 
borns. It also funded a 
colourful bubble tower, 
that helps to distract in¬ 
fants and young children as 
they undergo scans. 


Consultant paediatrician, 
Dr Adam Carter, who runs 
a children’s heart clinic at 
Epsom Hospital, said: “We 
are absolutely delighted 
with our new equipment, 
and pleased to say that it is 
already having a positive 
effect in our clinic. 

“The two oxygen monitors 
allow our doctors and nurs¬ 
es to check oxygen satura¬ 
tion levels in the blood of 
newborns and infants sim¬ 
ply and without using inva¬ 
sive tests, such as using 
needles for blood tests. 


“Assessing oxygen satu¬ 
ration levels can help us de¬ 
tect possible heart 
conditions that may have 
been there from birth, and 
begin any necessary treat¬ 
ment as soon as possible.” 

The oxygen monitors are 
fully portable and allow for 
the checks to be carried out 
on the postnatal ward soon 
after birth, while the ba¬ 
bies are with their family, 
without needing to admit 
them to the special care 
unit, where premature and 
sick newborns are treated. 


‘Station development 
will be huge benefit’ 


The company behind the con¬ 
troversial Epsom station rede¬ 
velopment has said the new 
station will provide huge bene¬ 
fits as a “modern gateway” to 
the historic town. 

During a tour of the site for 
the Epsom Guardian last week 
Peter Hughes and Wyn Evans, 
of developers Solum Regener¬ 
ation, said residents who had 
been unimpressed by the de¬ 
velopment so far would 
change their minds once the 
building was completed next 
February. 

Solum was formed in 2008 as 
a joint venture between Net¬ 
work Rail and Kier Property, 
with the aim of delivering sta¬ 
tion improvements to Epsom, 
funded privately through 
housing and retail. 

Epsom is one of the busiest 
stations in Surrey and was 
identified for improvement by 
Network Rail as passenger 
numbers are expected to in¬ 
crease significantly in the next 
25 years. 

Peter Hughes, associate di¬ 
rector at Solum Regeneration, 
said: “Passengers using the 
station will see the benefit. 
Southern, the train operator, 
will see the benefit - they did 
not want to operate from an 
old, redundant station that

was difficult to manage. 

“There is a new high-quality 
building and a bigger space 
that is more functional. Once 
the disruption from the build 
is out of the way, people will 
start to see all that. 

“If you look at its size and 
structure, it is in keeping with 
surrounding building and 
takes its influence from the 
modern aspects of Epsom. 

“We have built what we got 
planning permission for. 

“A station is the gateway to 
Epsom - you want to make it a 
landmark building for the fu¬ 
ture. A modern building that is 
a modern entrance to 
Epsom.” 

The development has provid¬ 
ed a new ticket hall, additional 
waiting shelters, new toilets 
and better access to platforms, 
as well as 200 secure cycle 
spaces, 64 car parking spaces, 
and eight taxi spaces. Tesco 
Express and Costa Coffee will 
be open within weeks and an¬ 
other “good brand” retailer is 
in talks to buy the remaining 
retail units next to the new 
Travelodge. 

Sixty-three of the one to 
three-bed flats have been 


bought by private housing 
provider Fizzy Living and 
these will be targeted at young 
professionals starting at £900 
per month for a one-bedroom 
flat. 

Thanks to a £2.1m Govern¬ 
ment grant a further 33 high- 
quality affordable flats will be 
available at an affordable rent 
and 21 will be shared owner¬ 
ship, with prices starting at 
£83,250 for a 45 per cent share 
of a one-bed flat. These will be 
managed by Orbit housing as¬ 
sociation and the first tenants 
are expected to start moving in 
in February next year. 

When asked about the con¬ 
troversial “faces” on the build¬ 
ing’s facade, Mr Hughes said 
council members were con¬ 
sulted on the shortlist of de¬ 
signs produced through a 
competition of UCA students 
to find artwork for the station 
and he was surprised to hear 
two of the councillors consult¬ 
ed found the faces “hideous”. 

He said: “It is a planning re¬ 
quirement to have public art. 
We presented the concept to the 
council and officers and mem¬ 
bers were part of the process.” 

Mr Evans said the construc¬ 
tion process has been handled 
very carefully to minimise dis¬ 
ruption to travellers.

Drivers of Minis and Audis 
are the sexiest according to 
a poll conducted by the price 
comparison services website 
Confused.com. 

Out of 2,000 drivers polled, 
women voted Audi drivers 
the sexiest male drivers (21 
per cent), however men find 
women sexiest when they 
drive a Mini (19 per cent).

64 per cent of 
men and 71 per cent of 
women eat in their car. 

Gareth Kloet, head of car 
insurance at Confused.com 
said: “The results of this 
demonstrate that we truly are 
a nation of car lovers in every 


sense of the word. 

“The number of men and 
women who tell us they have 
had sex in their cars has 
increased since last year’s 
poll: 37 per cent of women 
(compared with 30 per cent 
last year) and 50 per cent of 
men (compared with 48 per 


cent last year). 

“Male Audi drivers are on 
top for the second year 
running, as voted for by 
female drivers. The men 
chose female Mini drivers as 
the sexiest on the road, 
overtaking Audi who came 
top last year.”
